It is now I aubmit, beyond 
question, that the policy of the Bul- 
letin is to discredit me before the 
citizens of this city, to breed dissen- 
sion between the Council and myself, 
and generally to subject me to the 
contempt and ridicule of the readera 
of your paper, The reason of your 
attitude toward me is undoubtedly 
owing to the fact that I was a Con-| 
aervative candidate for the Legisla- 
ture in 1906, and that possibly in 
future I will be at the disposal of | 
my patty in that capacity, and 1 
think it was ‘Boss Tweed” who 
stated that the proper way to beat 
an opponent was to beat him before | 
he was nominated. 
There appears to be no written | 
code governing party warfare, and if 
the Bulletin, deems it necessary and 
expedient to fight political contests | 
through the medium of municipal af- | 
fairs, | have no redress, and can only | 
rely upon the Scriptural promise:

My deliberate opinion | 
will be found in the columns of the 
Bulletin, 20th Feb. last, in a report 
to the Council, over my signature 
which reads in part as follows: 

“It may always be assumed that 
artificial gas can be produced in the 
city of Edmonton, but your commis- 
sioners are of the opinion that it 
would be so produced at a cost which | 
would prohibit its utilization for 
power purposes. The discovery cf 
natural gas in sufficient and paying 
quantities would be a tremendous ad- 
vantage to the city of Edmonton and 
your commissioners are of opinion 
that nothing should be done to pre- 
vent the fullest development of the 
natural gas industry.” 

That was my opinion on the 19th 
of February last, and it is still my 
opinion. I opposed and still oppose 
the artificial gas franchise; I support- 
ed, and still support the natural gas 
franchise. I have been consistent 
throughout and TIT have had the cour- 
age of my convictions, and I am fur- 
ther convinced that I would be un- 
worthy of the confidence reposed in 
me on the 10th of December last, did 
I not pursue the course to the end 
that I have outlined for myself. 

At the proper time and in the 
proper place, I am prepared to place 
my reasons and my arguments before 
my felow citizens, and whether I am 
right or whether I am wrong, I shall 
at least have the best interests of 
the citizens of this city, not only for 
the present, but in the years to come, 
and that notwithstanding the alleged 
exclusive features of the natural 
gas agreement, I have ever had be- 
fore me the ideal of Municipal Own- 
ership.

He was given the privi- 
lege, his rights were tried out in the 
courts, judgment waa delivered, which 
judgment did not concede to him the 
rights that he demanded and these 
ntlemen hold the Department of the 
nterior responsible for that action of 
the court, or for not reversing the 
action of the court. What do these 
gentlemen want in the way of admin- 
istration? What could they have that 
was fairer than what was done? There 
was a complicated case, a case of a 
squatter before survey, a class of case 
whieh arises all over the country. 
There were three claimants, as a mat-| 
ter of fact I believe there were four, 
and in my opinion, if I may go so 
far as to express my private opinion, 
I would think that the fourth clai- 
mant, whose name has hardly been | 
mentioned, was the man best entitled

Mr. Mackenzie Attacked. 

Mr. Oliver—In regard to the alleg- 
ation that Mackenzie was a party to 
the alleged fraud of Montalbetti, this

by me to the effect that Mr. Macken- 
zie was guilty of any fraud or was a 
party to any fraud. My remarks 
with regard to fraud were entirely and 
exclusively directed to Montalbetti, 
so that the minister need not rest 
under any misapprehension as to 
that. 
Mr, Oliver—I am glad to hear the 
hon. gentleman say so, because the 
impression left on my mind by the 
whole trend of his remarks was that 
he intended to fasten an allegation of 
fraud on Mackenzie.

Mr. Oliver—I think I understand, 
that is perfectly clear.

I am not at liberty to infer that he 
had no knowledge of the false state- 
ments and misrepresentations be- 
cause he or his partner McNeil pre- 
pared that declaration. On the con- 
trary, in the absence of evidence to 
the contrary I must assume that the 
declaration was prepared entirely on

His re- 
quest was complied with, and the 
1ouse was built, so far as the labor 
was concerned, by railroad employ- 
ees, he being among them during 
their working hours, for which they 
were paid by the company. Lyon put 
very little into it outside his labor.

What the Documents Show. 

After reading the judgment of 
Judge Burbidge, of the Exchequer

lic, but I take my information from 
«the file, and give it as I get it. 1 
have no knowledge of my own con- 
cerning the matter. Now, not to de- 
tain the House by reading further 
from the first presentation by Justice 
Burbidge, before the adjournment, the 
effect of his reasoning was this: Thet 
neither Lyon or Montalbetti had any 
right as settlers to thin land, but the 
government had the right to sell the 
land, and having sold ffie land, and 
neither of these parties having any 
right to it as squatters, there was no 
reason for disturbing the title. But 
he also considered the case that, while 
Montalbetti held the patent for the 
quarter section Lyon was in residence 
upon it before that patent was issued 
and before survey; that, as a matter 
of fact, there were rights on the part 
of Lyon and Pelletier as squatters be- 
fore the survey; therefore, his words

New York, April 23—Edward H. 
Harriman was the principal witness 
today at the final hearing of the case 
of Frank W. Hill, Mr. Harriman’s 
former secretary, who is charged with 
having sold tor publication the now 
famous letter written by Mr. Harri- 
man to Sidney Webster. 

In this letter Mr. Harriman declar- 
ed that he personally had contribut- 
ed $50,000 toward the Republican 
campaign fund of 1904, had procured 
contributious of two hundred thous- 
and more and that President Roose- 
velt had promised him to appoint 
Senator C. M. Depew ambassador to 
France. 

The publication of the letter drew 
a heated reply from the the president 


in which the statements of Mr. Harri- 
man were characterized as false. It 
is charged that Hill sold a copy of 
the letter, which he transcribed from 
his original shorthand notes, 

At the conclusion of today’s hear- 
ing Magistrate Whale announced that 


he would give his decision on May 
Ist 

Harriman Did Not Publish Letter. 

Mr. Harriman denied today that he 
ever gave permission to any newa- 
paper to publish the letter. On the 
other hand, he said. that when he 
learned the letter was in the pos- 
session of the New York World. he 
tried, without success, to prevent its 
publication 

“When T[ learned that it was in 
print, I called up the American and 
iold the man at the other end of the 
telephone line that it was only fair 
to let them know that the letter was 
to be published,”” said Mr. Harri- 
man 

“Did you then give permission to 
print the letter?” he was asked. 

“T did not.” 

Alexander Millar, Mr. Harriman’s 
private secretary, testified that all the 
original copies of the letter are in
